Kentucky State Police offers winter driving tips 


KSP is asking motorists to be 
aware that weather conditions may 
change rapidly over the four-day holi¬ 
day. 

KSP reports that slippery roads 
were the contributing factor in 
12,034 crashes and 72 fatalities in 
2012 . 

Here are a few simple steps to 
help keep you on the road and less 
stressed: 

• Avoid travel unless necessary 
when winter weather is in your area. 

• Slow down. 

• Always wear your seat belt. 

Driving Considerations 

• Leave early - allow more travel 
time; expect delays. 

• Increase distance between vehi¬ 
cles - it takes significantly longer to 
stop on snow covered or icy roadways. 

• Clear all windows on your vehi¬ 
cle prior to travel - having unob¬ 


structed vision is vital to avoid run¬ 
ning off of the road or having a colli¬ 
sion. 

• Turn on your vehicle’s headlam¬ 
ps. Remove any dirt, mud or snow. 

• Use caution on bridges and 
overpasses as they are susceptible to 
freezing before roadways. 

• Avoid using cruise control - 
cruise can cause the vehicle’s wheels to 
continue turning on a slippery surface 
when speed needs to be decreased. 

Be Prepared 

• Ensure your vehicle has a full 
tank of gas in the event you are 
stranded for an extended period of 
time. 

• Charge your cellular phone 
prior to departure. 

Take a blanket. 

• Notify a family member or a 
friend of your travel plans prior to 
departure - if you travel is interrupt¬ 


ed, someone will know 

Collision Information 

• Be patient - bad weather also 
limits the capabilities of law enforce¬ 
ment officers and emergency crews 
and increases response time. Also, 
keep in mind that they will be experi¬ 
encing a high volume of requests for 
service. 

• Attempt to move your vehicle 
out of the roadway if you are involved 
in a minor, non-injury traffic colli¬ 
sion; especially if you are in a danger¬ 
ous area such as a curve or a blind hill. 

• If your vehicle is stranded or 
wrecked but not in the roadway, 
attempts to recover your vehicle will 
have to wait until conditions improve 
for safety considerations.

KSP launches ’Operation Holiday Lights’ 


The Kentucky State Police 
(KSP) have launched a nighttime 
holiday enforcement campaign 
designed to reduce traffic fatali¬ 
ties on Kentucky roadways. 
‘Operation Holiday Lights: All 
Night. Every Night.’ Will extend 
through January 1, 2014 at mid¬ 
night. 

KSP spokesman Sgt. Michael 
Webb says the statewide enforce¬ 
ment effort will utilize collision 
analysis data to determine which 
counties have the highest instance 
of injury and fatal crashes. 

“Each post has been asked to 
identify the counties in their 
patrol area where crashes are 
prevalent,” says Webb. “Specifi¬ 
cally, they are looking at the time 
and exact location of those crash¬ 
es and scheduling heavier patrols 
for those areas.” 

Webb says crash data indicates 
that a majority of the fatal crashes 
involve unrestrained drivers. 

“Last year, nearly 53 percent 
of drivers who were killed in traf¬ 
fic crashes on Kentucky roadways 
were not wearing seat belts. We 
can’t stress enough, the impor¬ 
tance of wearing a seat belt. Our 
goal is to make sure everyone 



arrives home safely for the holi¬ 
days.” 

All KSP posts and commer¬ 
cial vehicle regions will utilize 
traffic safety check points, covert 
details in high traffic areas and 
night vision equipment to assist 
in the campaign. 

“Our focus during these safety 
check points will be seat belt 
usage with an added emphasis on 
the use of proper child seat 
restraints. Often times, we find 
other unsafe driving behavior 
during these details, such as 
impaired driving and distracted 
driving.” 


As of this time last year, Ken¬ 
tucky has 95 fewer highway fatal¬ 
ities compared to the same 
reporting period in 2012. 

“It is a credit to motorists who 
have made wise choices when 
driving by wearing seat belts, 
slowing down and refraining 
from distractions when behind 
the wheel,” says Webb. “Ideally 
we would like to report ‘zero 
deaths’ on Kentucky roadways.” 

The National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration (NHTSA) 
says that nighttime drivers are less 
likely to buckle up than daytime 
drivers. 



Six new troopers assigned to KSP Post 6 


Kentucky State Police Post 6 welcomed six new troopers to the post district. The new troopers are part 
of the agency's 91st cadet class. They started a 23-week training cycle on June 9, 2013 in a class that con¬ 
sisted of 87 cadets. Twenty-five resigned during the weeks of mental and physical challenges. Several mem¬ 
bers of the class earned special recognitions including valedictorian Corey Rich, of Williamstown, Ky. The 
training included more than 1,000 hours of classroom and field study in subjects such as constitutional law, 
juvenile and traffic law, use of force, weapons training, defensive tactics, first aid, high speed vehicle pursuit, 
criminal investigation, computer literacy, hostage negotiations, evidence collection, radio procedures, search 
and seizure, crash investigation, drug identification, traffic control, crowd control, armed robbery response, 
land navigation, electronic crimes, sex crimes, hate crimes, domestic violence, bomb threats and hazardous 
materials.

No increase in 
tax interest rate 

The Kentucky Department of 
Revenue has set the 2014 tax inter¬ 
est rate, which remains unchanged 
from the previous two years. The 
interest rate is four percent; the 
rate charged by the Department 
on unpaid taxes is six percent; and 
for interest due on a refund, the 
rate is two percent. 

Each year the Department of 
Revenue, pursuant to KRS 
131.183, is required to review the 
annual tax rate and change or keep 
the same rate. The new interest 
rate is based on the adjusted prime 
rate charged by Kentucky banks 
during the month of October. 

A recent survey of Kentucky 
banks revealed that the average 
prime interest rate was four per¬ 
cent during the month of October 
2013. The interest rate is effective 
Jan. 1, 2014.

"AlleyCats" fall short against Brossart 


The Pendleton County bowl¬ 
ing squads traveled to Alexandria’s 
Southern Lanes to face Bishop 
Brossart last week. This was a 
makeup match from the prior 
week, as Pendleton County had 
"Meet the Team" duties. 

The boy’s match was a back 
and forth battle, right down to 
the final frames of the last game. 
In game one, Devon Boggs and 
Dalton Hill led the Cats, with 
scores of 170 and 156, respec¬ 
tively, as Pendleton took game 1, 
453-418. In game two, Brossart 
battled back to tie the match at 
one game apiece. In the third 
game, Brandon Coffey became 
the first Pendleton County bowler 
to break the 200-pin plateau with 
a score of 202, and the Wildcats 
once again regained the lead with 
a school record 533 pins. Once 
again, Brossart came back to tie 


the match in the last of the team 
games. In the baker’s games, 
Pendleton County would open 
game one strong and leave no 
doubt with three strikes in the 
first five frames and won with a 
school record score of 163-94. In 
the final baker’s match, Brossart 
came back and won a close one, 
154-128. Brossart was declared 
winner of the match by having 
the higher pin total for the match, 
with a final score of 4-3. 

“I’m so proud of the guys,” 
noted coach Gary Polley. “This is 
the best we’ve bowled all year, and 
things are really coming together 
for us.” 

In the girls match, the ladies 
dropped a close game one, 345- 
315, behind a season high 112 
from Mckalla Thomas. Brossart 
then continued to sweep the team 
games, with similar scores. The 


baker’s matches, were both very 
close, and came down to the final 
frame. In the first game it was 
back and forth the entire time, 
with Brossart coming through to 
win narrowly 100-99. In the sec¬ 
ond game, it was deja vu. Autumn 
Payne closed the match with good 
marks in the 10th to give Pendle¬ 
ton the lead, but Bishop Brossart 
closed out with a strike to hold on 
for a 130-127 win. 

“Everyone is improving, and 
the kids are really starting to get 
into it more,” said Polley. “We’re 
competing well with some really 
good teams, and that will help us 
down the road.” 

The next match is this Thurs¬ 
day, December 5 at SuperBowl in 
Erlanger. The Wildcats face Cov¬ 
ington Catholic, while the Lady- 
Cats will face Notre Dame Acad¬ 
emy.

In Utah, a teen soccer player 
punches the official after a yellow 
card and the official slips into a 
coma and a week later dies. In 
New Jersey, a youth baseball 
coach pleaded guilty to third- 
degree assault after an attack on 
an umpire that left him with a 
fractured skull, extensive dental 
injuries and hearing loss. In Flor¬ 
ida, a basketball player attacks a 
referee, picking him up and body 
slamming him to the ground. In 
Florida, a volleyball player spikes 
the ball into the face of an official 
who suffered serious injuries to 
her nose and jaw. 

More and more, unfortunate 
episodes of attacks on officials by 
players, coaches and spectators 
are popping up across the coun¬ 
ty- 

The state of Kentucky passed 
KRS 508.025 that makes it a 
Class D felony to intentionally 


cause or attempt to cause physi¬ 
cal injury to a sports official 
either during or after an athletic 
event. Sports official is defined 
as a referee, umpire, linesperson, 
timekeeper, coach or any person 
who serves in a similar capacity. 

Kentucky Section l.KRS 
508.025 reads: (c) intentionally 
causes or attempts to cause phys¬ 
ical injury to a sports official: 1. 
Who was performing sports offi¬ 
cial duties at the time the physi¬ 
cal injury or attempt to cause 
physical injury was perpetrated; 
or 2. After the sports official per¬ 
forms official duties at an athletic 
event, if the physical injury or 
attempt to cause physical injury 
occurs within the confines or the 
immediate vicinity of the athletic 
facility at which the athletic 
event occurred. Section 2. For 
the purposes of this section, "ath¬ 
letic contest official"

Kentucky deer hunters set a har¬ 
vest record of 101,076 deer during 
the 16-day modern gun deer season 
that concluded Nov. 24. Kentucky is 
on pace to set another overall deer 
harvest record. 

“As of Nov. 25, we are at 127,551 
for our total season harvest accord¬ 
ing to telecheck, less than 4,000 
from the record,” said Tina Brunjes, 
deer and elk coordinator for the 
Kentucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “We had the 
second highest opening day harvest 
for modern gun deer season and the 
highest closing weekend on record.” 

The overall deer harvest record 
occurred last season, when Ken¬ 
tucky hunters harvested 131,395 
deer. Brunjes explained that a below 
average harvest for the upcoming 
late muzzleloader season that runs 
from Dec. 14 through Dec. 22 
would likely still put this season as 
the best ever for harvest. 

“Given that an average late muz¬ 
zleloader season is 7,000 to 8,000 
deer harvested, barring an ice storm 
or major snow that keeps people 
from getting out and hunting, we

New harvest record set for modern 
gun season; potential for new 
record overall deer harvest 


were made available in November 
after Kentuckians for the Com¬ 
monwealth, a grassroots citizens’ 
organization, had filed an open 
records request. The emails 
showed that on August 8, Jeff 
Auchter, the park manager at 
Kincaid Lake State Park, sent an 
email to Sam Devine, the current 
regional director of Kentucky 
Department of Parks, concerning 
Bluegrass Pipeline survey crews in 
the park surveying. 

Auchter told Devine that he 
had not been contacted about 
any survey work in the park and 
he wanted to see if the Depart¬ 
ment of Parks had been contacted 
concerning the project. He told 
Devine that he had noticed stakes 
on the entrance road and voiced a 
desire to remove the survey stakes 
because they were placed very 
close to the entrance road. 
Auchter asked Devine if there was 
an easement that allowed Blue- 
grass Pipeline to be on park prop¬ 
erty. 

According to Auchter, the 
park ranger had spoken to the 
survey crew because of their vehi¬ 
cle being parked next to the cart 
path on hole #2 of the golf course. 
The surveyors had told the ranger 
they were surveying for the Blue- 
grass Pipeline and had given him 
a telephone number to call. 


should surpass the overall harvest 
record,” she said. 

A spotty mast crop that makes 
deer move around, favorable weath¬ 
er and dedicated hunters all com¬ 
bined to account for the excellent 
harvest so far this deer season. 

“The data shows that more Ken¬ 
tucky hunters who go afield are suc¬ 
cessfully taking deer,” Brunjes said. 
“In addition, lots of people from 
what I’ve seen are taking some nice 
bucks this year.” 


In response to the email from 
Jeff Auchter to Sam Devine sev¬ 
eral emails were exchanged 
between the legal and finance 
facilities offices in Frankfort that 
same date. Later in the day, Park 
Manager Auchter received an 
email from Leigh Powers, an 
attorney with the Tourism, Arts 
and Heritage Cabinet (TAH), 
advising that to the best of their 
knowledge, no one at the Central 
Office or TAH had been con¬ 


tacted about surveying on the 
park property. 

It was obvious from reading 
the various emails between the 
different offices that no one had 
contacted the Department of 
Parks for permission to survey at 
Kincaid Lake State Park and no 
approval had been given. Sam 
Devine stated in an email he sent 
to Lori Flanery in the Finance 
Secretary's Office that the Blue- 
grass Pipeline had come onto 
state property without their 
knowledge and that they should 
have obtained a "Right of Enter" 
before coming onto the property 
to do anything, even survey work. 

James Bruggers with the Cou¬ 
rier Journal wrote an article on 
November 21 referring to the 
incident of the Bluegrass Pipeline 
surveying in Kincaid Lake State 
Park without permission. In that 
article, Bruggers wrote that he 
had asked parks spokesman Gil 
Lawson about pipeline developers 
surveying in state parks. Lawson 
responded that the Finance Cabi¬ 
net had given approval to Blue¬ 
grass Pipeline to survey at Kin¬ 
caid Park in late August. 

According to Bruggers article, 
in September, Williams and 
Boardwalk Pipeline Partners did 
acknowledge that workers had 
gone onto private and other 
property without permission. 
They said this was not their nor¬ 
mal way of doing business and 
apologized. Something Jim Curry 
seemed unwilling to do at the 
November 18 forum. In fact, 
Curry denied any wrong doing 
by Bluegrass Pipeline when con¬ 
fronted by Lockwood. 

A pipeline spokesman told 
Bruggers that the company has 
easements on 40 percent of its 
route in Kentucky now, offering 
payments of more than $16 mil¬ 
lion to landowners. No leases 
have been sought yet from state 


parks and supposedly no offers of 
payments by the pipeline devel¬ 
opers for easements at Kincaid 
have been made. 

The possibilities of additional 
money coming into the state 


parks at this time might be wel¬ 
comed since there have been cuts 
and financial pressures in recent 
years. Private dollars could bring 
a welcomed boost to the strained 
budgets.

Next year’s home garden starts now Bring holiday cheer to the elderly Exercise for the non-athlete 


You may be delighted to put 
gardening behind you for the sea¬ 
son, but fall is the time to manage 
and prevent disease in next year’s 
garden. Summer crops may still be 
standing, even after being killed 
by heavy frosts and cold tempera¬ 
tures. At this time, you can take 
preemptive measures to help 
ensure a successful and bountiful 
garden next season. 

Cleaning things up in the fall 
can help cut back on disease in the 
following harvest season. Many 
pathogens responsible for diseases 
commonly seen in home gardens 
can overwinter or survive between 
crops on equipment and plant 
residue. Here are tips to prevent 
the spread of disease and be ready 
for the next growing season: 

• Remove old plant debris and 
trash from the garden or green¬ 
house and burn or bury it. Thor¬ 
oughly clean tools and equipment 
and sanitize with disinfectant. 
(This is also a good time to oil 
shovels and other blades to pre¬ 
vent rust.) 

Turn dead plant matter under 
as soon as you are finished with 
the garden. Several plant patho¬ 
gens can survive in these residues 
during the winter, and they can 
threaten next year’s crops. Plowing 
them under now allows more time 
for plant matter to break down 
and the pathogens to die. 

Rotation is another powerful 
tool that should be implemented 


to prevent disease. Rotation slows 
the buildup of pathogens in the 
vegetable garden, preventing 
problems in the long run. For best 
results, avoid planting the same or 
closely related crop species in the 
same place more than once every 
three years. 

Even though spring is months 
away, start thinking about what 
you’ll grow and where it will go in 
the garden. Making notes of vari¬ 
ety, placement and yield from the 
past season while it is fresh in your 
mind is especially useful, since it is 
easy to forget the details over the 
long winter months. 

Also start mulling over the 
varieties you are likely to plant. 
Resistant varieties can significant¬ 
ly reduce or eliminate damage 
from disease and can allow a gar¬ 
dener to lower (or possibly elimi¬ 
nate) use of fungicide for a par¬ 
ticular crop. Do keep in mind that 
resistant varieties do not eliminate 
disease. Consult your seed suppli¬ 
er or catalog for more informa¬ 
tion. 

A garden does take planning 
and careful consideration, but suc¬ 
cessful disease management begins 
with the few simple steps outlined 
above. If you start now, you’ll have 
built a strong foundation for a 
successful disease management 
program in your home garden.

One of the greatest gifts you can give 
an older adult is your time. Make it a 
point to talk with the older adults in 
your family, neighborhood and those 
living in long-term care. Listen to 
their stories, learn from them and try 
to put yourself in their shoes. 

Include older relatives and 
friends in as much of your family’s 
holiday celebration as possible. This 
may include taking the holiday cele¬ 
bration to them. Remind older 
adults why and how they are impor¬ 
tant to you and your entire family. 

Invite your elderly neighbor over 
for some of your holiday celebra¬ 
tions, especially if they would other¬ 
wise spend the holidays alone. 

Holiday cards can mean a lot to 
older adults, and with loss, it is not 
uncommon for cards to diminish in 
number with every passing year. For 
some older adults, mail is the only 
communication they receive from 


friends and family. Make an effort to 
send a card with an upbeat greeting 
and update about your life and fam¬ 
ily. Cards filled with bad news, such 
as updates on those who died or fell 
ill, can be upsetting and stressful. If 
an older adult needs help reading or 
writing a card, take time to sit with 
them. 

Help older adults decorate for 
the holidays. Offer to help them 
hang lights, carry boxes and prepare 
the house. If they are in an assisted 
living facility or nursing home, make 
the holidays brighter by bringing 
favorite or meaningful decorations. 
If the person uses a wheelchair, or is 
confined to a bed, place the decora¬ 
tions in places that will be most visi¬ 
ble to accommodate their needs. 

Encourage older adults to attend 
holiday celebrations and events. 
Social activities and events to look 
forward to can be meaningful and 
can contribute to feelings of belong¬ 
ing and well-being. If an older adult 
typically throws his or her own party, 
you can help plan and carry out the 
event if need be. You may decide to 
throw a holiday party in honor of a 
special loved one just to let them 
know how much they mean to you 
and others. This can be an uplifting 
celebration and help keep the older 
adult connected with their friends 
and community.

sports programs. 

Children should engage in at 
least one hour of physical activity 
every day. This does not have to 
happen all at one time. Just 10 min¬ 
utes of physical activity can result in 
health benefits. 

Three types of exercise: aerobic 
activity, muscle strengthening and 
bone strengthening are important 
for health in growing children. 
Physical activity can be a combina¬ 
tion of any of these three. 

The greatest part of the exercise 
hour should be spent doing aerobic 
activities which involve moving lots 
of muscles at one time. Running, 
brisk walking, biking and swimming 
all are good choices to get the heart 
rate up and the body moving. Mus¬ 
cle strengthening activities include 
exercises such as pushups and sit 
ups. Bone strengthening exercises 
focus on putting a little pressure on 
bones and may include stair climb¬ 
ing or lifting and carrying. 

A good goal for children is to 
participate in these activities at least 
three days a week. Even when the 
weather outside is frightful, children 
can still get the physical activity they 
need. Using things found in and 
around the home can provide 
opportunities for family fun and 
exercise. 

Here are some indoor activity 
ideas along with the appropriate age 


for participants: 

• Stair climber - Ages: 6 and up. 
All you need is a set of stairs and a 
stop watch. 

Take turns to see how fast you 
can get up the stairs and back down. 
Challenge family members to beat 
the fastest time. 

• Pushup challenge - Ages: 5 and 
up. See who will be the pushup 
champion of the week. Challenge 
one another to see who can do the 
most pushups in one minute from 
week to week and you will be 
amazed at the increase of strength in 
the whole family. This also works 
with sit ups or crunches. 

• Chinese jump rope - Ages: 6 
and up. Using basic materials this 
game is fun for everyone. Tie a rope 
around the legs of two chairs set 
approximately 4 feet apart. Take 
turns jumping into and out of the 
ropes between the chairs. After 
everyone has a turn, raise the rope 
up a little bit. Start with easy combi¬ 
nations such as jumping in and out 
of the ropes, and then let everyone 
make up a different pattern. Some 
examples: two feet jump in, one foot 
jumps out, two feet jump in, both 
feet jump out on either side of the 
rope. 

A good exercise program is not 
only important for the physical 
health of growing children, but it 
also can be a positive motivator that 
boosts our moods and energy levels 
during a traditionally less active 
time of year.

latory framework set up by Senate 
Bill 50, we are in a position to make 
industrial hemp production in Ken¬ 
tucky a reality again.” 

Senate Bill 50 is legislation 
passed in the 2013 Kentucky Gen¬ 
eral Assembly that creates a regula¬ 
tory framework for hemp produc¬ 
tion and declares that hemp is out¬ 
side the scope of the state’s Con¬ 
trolled Substances Act. 

“The production of industrial 
hemp will strengthen Kentucky's 
economy and help our farmers and 
businesses expand and thrive,” Rep. 
Yarmuth said. “I am happy to join 
my fellow Kentuckians in asking the 
DEA to take a common-sense 
approach to hemp production in 
our Commonwealth.” 

“In light of the recent U.S. 
Department of Justice guidance and 
passage of Senate Bill 50 in the Ken¬ 
tucky legislature, I am proud to 
stand with Commissioner Comer, 
Senator Paul, and Congressman 
Yarmuth to lead Kentucky’s charge 
to once again allow farmers to grow 
industrial hemp,” Rep. Massie said. 
“To further support Commissioner
